This Saturday afternoon the 
Vulcan Kinsmen Club is holding a 
Trap Shoot at the local airstrip 
with proceeds going to the cam¬ 
paign. Vulcan Lions club has fund 
raising projects pending and Com¬ 
modore Allen is planning a com¬ 
munity auction at the completion 
of harvest, to aid this cause. A 
big future project will be a com¬ 
bine raffle, possibly starting next 
spring and a ladies’ committee has 
been formed to initiate other 
suitable fund raising programs.

Fine totalling $618 were levied 
at Vulcan Police Court by magi¬ 
strate Harvey during the sum¬ 
mer months of June, July and Au¬ 
gust. The majority of cases involv¬ 
ed illegal use or possession of 
liquor and a variety of auto driv¬ 
ing infractions. 

143 complaints were turned in 
resulting in 51 court cases during 
the three month period. 

In June 22 cases were heard 
out of 53 complaints registered. 
One car-bike accident resulted in 
slight damage with the boy being 
taken to hospital overnight. 
Several bike thefts were reported 
with two found and returned to 
owners. Seven cases involving 
liquor were heard and a transient, 
Maurice Marsden was given a two 
month term in Lethbridge jail for 
passing a bad cheque. 

In July 47 complaints resulted 
in 13 appearing at court with 
fines ranging from $5 to $50 being 
assessed. Impaired drivers, one 
driving with a suspended licence, 
and a person found drunk whie 
on the interdict list made up the 
bulk of offences. Two young Cal¬ 
gary girls were picked up by 
police in Vulcan and returned to 
their parents. 

John Pedronalli of New Mexico 
is serving a year’s sentence for 
theft locally of over $50, while in 
a less serious vein five persons 
found riding in the front seat of 
an auto were curbed from this 
dangerous practice with suitable 
fines. 

A 13 year old boy was taken 
home to his parents when he was 
found one evening going through 
cars parked outside the Vulcan 
Theatre while another boy was 
warned about shooting his .22 
rifle over fairways of the local 
golf course. Five businessmen 


were notified when their premises 
were found unlocked during rou¬ 
tine night inspection by police. 

Police responded to five fire 
calls and one ambulance case dur¬ 
ing the summer. 

Over a two year period the 
police storage room has gathered 
an accumulation of found items 
turned in such as tires, car 
wheels, hub caps, a bicycle and 
tricycle, eye glasses and a variety 
of keys.

An applicant must be enrolled or intend to enroll as a full-time student 
at an educational institution approved by provincial authorities, and must 
meet the standards of academic qualification and financial need established 
by the student loan authority in the Province in which he applies.

Individuals or Colony? 

The sale of 4,738 acres of land in the Brant dis¬ 
trict to six members of the Hutterian Brethren from 
the Wrentham Colony raises an as yet unanswered 
question: Will the land be farmed by individuals or 
will it in actuality become a colony in spite of the 
government’s refusal of permission to establish a 
new colony on these lands? 

Buying the land as individuals appears to be a 
way of circumventing the provincial cabinet’s edict 
that the land could not be purchased for the purpose 
of establishing a new colony. One result will be the 
same: the land passes out of circulation and will not 
be available, now or in the forseeable future, to pre¬ 
sent farmers in the Brant district or their sons. 

It will be interesting to see what action, if any, 
will be taken by the provincial government in the 
face of this apparent defiance of its laws. This land 
transaction could establish a precedent for future 
Hutterite expansion in Alberta.

To the Editor of The Advocate, 
Dear Sir, 

Early last spring the residents 
of the County of Vulcan were 
slightly aroused when the Hutter- 
ites made application to purchase 
land and establish a colony in the 
Brant area. Some of the residents 
in the immediate area worked hard 
to protest the colony. These peo¬ 
ple also sent a small delegation to 
Edmonton. The rest of the county 
did very little if anything to pro¬ 
test the colony except to write a 
few letters. 

Eventually word was received 
from Edmonton that the applica¬ 
tion had been turned down and 
that nothing could be done for an¬ 
other three years. The people of 
the County of Vulcan settled down 
to sleeping in the summer sun, and 
with the exception of raising the 
odd eyebrow to see if any rain 
was in sight paid little attention to 
anything that was going on around 
them. 

Mr. Ernest Manning was not 
sleeping, nor the people who want¬ 
ed to sell the land, nor were the 
Hutterites who wanted to buy the 
land. Shortly after the news from 
Edmonton that the application had 
been turned down Mr. Manning 
sent a very small, carefully select¬ 
ed investigating committee to 
Brant and Vulcan to find out what 
opposition the residents had against 
the Hutterites. This committee in¬ 
terviewed a likewise very small 
and carefully selected group of 
people and reported their findings 
to Mr. Manning. 

It is to be presumed that the re¬ 
port contained no opposition be¬ 
cause during the summer the deal

has been closed and the Hutterites 
now own the land. 

The deeds are not registered to 
the colony (Mr. Manning’s loop¬ 
hole) but to individuals, all of 
them Hutterites, with one or two 
names on each parcel of land. This 
does not mean too much as some 
of the land owned by the Queens¬ 
town Colony is also deeded to in¬ 
dividuals. 

Mr. Manning is probably happy 
knowing that he has pulled the 
wool over the eyes of the people 
surrounding the new colony. 

The land owners are no doubt 
happy to have made the sale. The 
Hutterites are happy to have pur¬ 
chased the land. The silence of the 
residents of the County of Vulcan 
would indicate that they too are 
quite happy with the. whole situa¬ 
tion. 

The people's choice, Mr. Speaker, 
a back bencher (a way back) of 
the Social Credit party is ap¬ 
parently happy with the new deal, 
lor nothing has been heard from 
him either. 

This however is not the happy 
ending. The Hutterites are already 
trying to expand. They have a 
local friend, who only last week 
has been approaching land owners 
near the new colony with large 
cash offers to purchase more land. 
Next will be another colony and 
so on till in years to come the 
Hutterites will occupy the whole 
country. 

If the people of this area, or in 
all of Alberta, wish to stop this 
expansion they will have to or¬ 
ganize 100% and voice their op¬ 
position loud and clear to the 
Government of Alberta. 

To the Hutterites who are start¬ 
ing the new colony at Brant (and 
that's what it is' I would like to 
suggest that they name it "The 
Ernest Manning Colony" so that in 
centuries to come Hutterites will 
not forget the man who helped 
Uuua get well esta b lis h e d on the 
rich farm lands of this abundant 
and beautiful province of Alberta.
